She found that she could not get 
to her feet, and in terror she fainted. 
She knew nothing more till the policemen 
found her.

John, N. B., have been broken during the 
Winter season just closing, largely at the 
expense of New York, Boston, and United 
States ports, according to steamship offi- 
cilals. 

While most of the immigrants have 
Settled in the Canadian Northwest, there 
is said to have been a consideraBle entry 
to lands in the western part of the United 
States. The shorter passage of four and 
five days, as compared with six and seven 








days on many of the emigrant steamers | 


in the United States service, is given as 
reasons for favoring Canadian ports. 

It is estimated that more than 100,000 
persons were landed here and in St. John 
since last November, compared with 68,000 
during a similar period last year.

WASHINGTON, April 16.—There is very 
little assurance in the advices received 
at the War Department from the scene of. 
hostilities at Agua Pricta that a situation 
which will compel action by the United 
States can be averted. Dispatches came 
to the War Department as late as 10:18 
to- night from Lieut. Col. Shunk of the 
First Cavalry giving a comprehensive de- 
scription of the positions of the féderals 
and insurrectos, The latter have thrown 
up intrenchments to hold the town, and 
in one place they are within a short &ige 
tance of the boundary, where they must 
inevitably draw the fire of the federalg 
in the direction of Douglas. 

Army officers here state that the bome- 
bardment of Agua Prieta means the bome 
bardment of Douglas, and it is morally 
certain that even without the use of 
artillery by either side an infantry ate 
tack will Subject the American town to a 
heavy fire, as there is no possible way of 
controlling the positions of either side 
during a fight. All the fighting to-day 
was confined to the outposts of ingurrec- 
tos and Federals, but the expectation is 
that the general attack will begin Saisie im, 
the morning. os 

Troops Likely to Cress Border. 
Advices received at the State Depart- 

ment to-day suggest the total inability of 
the Mexican Government to comply with 
the demand by the United States that the 
life and safety of American citizens on 
this side of the boundary shall not be im- 
periled. The whole trend of the situa- 
tion as described in to-day’s dispatches to 
Washington is in the direction of a situa- 
tion where our troops will be necessarily 
forced to cross the line. 

The President has, however, adhered to 
his policy to maintain strict neutrality, 
and the latest orders to the commanding 
officer at Douglas reitef&te former orders 
of this character. The insurrectcos have 
the advantage of the situation in that 
they can force the Federals to fire in the 
direction of Douglas, and this is a power- 
ful element of protection to them. They 
are making their desperate stand to hold 
the town because !t gives them a port of 
entry and an inlet for zerms and ainmuni- 
tion which it is understood here they very 
much need. 

The following dispatches were given out 
at the White House to-night: 

Douglas, Ariz., April 16. 

Authentic reports indicate action ten miles 
south of here, between the advance guard of 
Federal troops, numbering about 1,200, and 
the insurgent seouts In all probability @ 
considerable engagement will occur not 
later than to-morrow. 

The insurgent forces are holding Agua 
Prieta, and are at present engaged in dig- 
ging trenches parallel with the National 
line, and about two hundred yards south of 
the National line.

your instructions relative to the observing 
of the neutrality laws and the endangering 
‘of American lives on American territory. 

How far am I warranted in going, under 
the circumstances? SHUNK, 

Instructions to Our Commander. 
The War Department promptly sent 

this message: 


Replying to your request for instructions 
as to what to do in case fighting occurred, 
which involved danger to citizens of Douglas 
or vicinity, you are instructed as follows: 

Under no circumstances allow any of 
your men to cross International boundary. 
Prevent, as far as possible, any violation 
of the International laws through crossing 
of armed troops or individuals from that 
territory to that of Mexico. In case either 
Federals or insurgents enter American tere 
ritory disarm them, and hold them pending 
further orders. Advise the citizens of 
Douglas to avoid exposure to fire from Mexi- 
can territory, and repeat, tnrough civil mege 
sengers, your previous protest against firing 
into American territory by either Federaig 
or insurgents,

One was full.of bullet 
hvles. Another body had been rifled. 
Gen. Navarre has not enforced the em- 
bargo on Americans crossing to and from 
Juarez and the town operated its saloons 
and gambling games as usual to-day. 
The Federals are keeping a strict watch 
over Juarez to-night, Sentries patrol the 
streets and soldiers are in the trenches on 
the outskirts of the town. Federal milil- 
tary officers are not looking for an imme- 
diate attack, however, and {nsurrecto of- 
ficials in El Paso are of the opinion that 
there will be no fighting at least until Go- 
mez’s negotiations are conciuded. The in- 
surrectos have insisted that there is no 
danger of attack and that Madero is not 
close to Juarez. 


Another Man Goes to Madero. 
CHIHUAHUA, Mexico, April 16.—An- 
other peace mission was undertaken to- 
day, supposedly with the. consent of Dr. 
Vasquez Gomez at Washington. Sylves- 
ter Uriazas on receipt of a cipher mes- 
sage from Washington immediately left 
for the interior to find Francisco I. Ma- 
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dero. It is believed here that Dr. Gomez, 
being away. from the seat of hostilities, 
has been in a position to treat with offi- 
cials at Mexico City and get a broader 
view of the possibility of peace than is 
obtainable by Madero himself. 

Madero has taken an unyielding atti- 
tude in setting forth his demands. It is 
thought Dr. Gomez has outlined some sug- 
gestions which he hopes might lead to 
eonciliation without insistence on Ma- 
dero’s demands which Mexico City re- 
gards as impossible.

LAREDO, Texas, April 16.—That per-

REBEL DEFEAT REPORTED. 





Orozco’s Attempt to Rescue Ameri- 
cans Said to Have Been Costly. 


CHIHUAHUA, Mexico, April 16.—Forty 
or more insurrectos were killed and over 


100 wounded in a fight between Sauz and | 


Santa Clara Canyon, about fifty miles 
north of here, according to Federal cour- 
iers who arrived to-day. The couriers 
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brought orders for hospital cots for the 
Federal wounded. The Federals report 
five killed, but later developments are ex- 
pected to change the figures. A number 
of women and children are believed to be 
among the killed. 

Coming .across from Casa Grandes on 
their way to Chihuahua with prisoners 
under Gen. Luis Valdez, the Federais, 
followed by about 100 refugees, were at- 
tacked. 

Five hundred insurrectos under Gens. 
Orozco and Villa had been instructed by 
Sefior Madero to head off the Casas 
Grandes contingent, and, if possible, capt- 
ure and release the prisoners. The fight 
occurred on a hacienda as the prisoners, 
bound together by ropes, and the women 
and children refugees, weary from the 
long tramp, were scattered in a long, 
broken line. The Federals immediately 
responded with heavy firing, and placed 
the prisoners and non-combatants under 
protection. The fighting continued for 
sevcral hours, and resulted in the sending

The extent of the fight became known 
when riderless horses arrived here with 
evidences of having left the front in a 
Stampede. So far as is known, none of 
the prisoners, among whom are believed 


to be many Americans, was wounded, and {

Reports from the south, particularly 
in the States of Durango and Zacatecas, 
show the insurrectos are extending their 
Sway over a wider territory. Many rail- 
roads connecting the larger cities have 
been disabled, and thousands of non-com- 
batante are cut off. The reports show 
that, except for the larger towns, the in- 
surrectos now move unmolested over the 
country, extending southward from the

MAY ARRANGE ARMISTICE 





Envoys Leave for Madero’s Camp 
With Introductions to Rebel 


Chief. 





WASHINGTON, April 16.—Dr. Vasquez 
Gomez, diplomatic agent of the Mexican 
revolutionists, was in constant communi- 
cation to-duy with the insurgent junta 
at El Paso, Texas, which transmitted to 
him messages from the insurgent army 
edvancing on Juarez. Mindful of the in- 
cidents of last week around Agua Prieta, 
Dr. Gomez telegraphed a message of 
Warning to avoid injury to American 
lives or property. He was advised that 
the insurrectus nad mobilized practically 
their entire army in Chihuehua under 
Francisco I. Madero, Jr., to within gstrik- 
ing distance of Juarez. 

The messages that Dr. Gomez sent to 
the insurgent forces, in a manner still un- 
explained here, prevented the attack to- 
night on Juarez. He attached much im- 
portance to'the pause of the insurgents, 
and other Mexicans drew much hope from 
the occurrence. Dr. Gomez, however, was 
unable to say whether it was caused by 
his long last Tuesday, ad- 
dressed to I. Madero, Jr., and 
explaining conditions under which peace 
could be arranged, or his message of last 
night, advising insurrecto forces to 
defer their attack pending the receipt of 
certain messages from Mexico City. 

Dr. Gomez was said to be arranging for 
an armistice to take effect immediately, 
by which peace negotiations might be in- 
stituted near Juarez.

Freakish weather—snow, cold bleak 
winds, lowering clouds, and fitful sun- 
shine—gave a sombre tone to yesterday's 
Easter parade on Fifth Avenue. Over- 
coats and furs were much in evidence. 
The coloring of former Easter Sundays 
was lacking, partly on account of the 
boisterous weather and partly on account 
of the changes in this Spring’s styles. The 
coloring was all in the hats and corsage 
bouquets. Dresses that were not hidden 
by furs and coats were for the most part 
black or neutral in color. An occasional 
pink, white, or blue costume flashed out 
and made the wearer conspicuous. . 

The crowd was even Jarger than in pre- 
vious years, but it was a different crowd. 
Fashion, with all that the word implies, 
was not represented. It consisted mostly 
of visitors, many from the east side, but 
more from out of town. Hundreds of 
Canadians flocked to view the proces- 
sion and then became a part of it, drawn 
irresistibly into the human tide that 
flowed up and down the avenue between 
Forty-second and Fifty-ninth Streets for 
two hours after the church services. 

Society folk went to and from church 
in automobiles, and from this point of 
vantage watched the curious throngs, de- 
votees of a precedent fast ldsing its force, 
who tried vainly to impress others like 
themselves with their sartorial resplend- 
ency.

The impress of the stranger could not 
be mistaken in yesterday's procession.

The Rev. Dr. Jowett Tells What Love 
Can Accomplish—Many Night Work- 
ers at St. Paul’s Church. 
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The churches were filled to the doors 
and hundredg were turned away at ,the 
Easter services yesterday morning. Spe- 
cial programmes of music were rendered, 
and the sermons breathed the hopeful- 
ness and joy of the chief festival of the 
Christian year. At St. Patrick's Cathe- 
dral, Fifth Avenue and Fiftieth Street, a 
pontifical mass at 11 o’clock was at- 
tended by 4,500 persons, who were ad- 
mitted by ticket, according to the usual 
custom at this season of the year. Fully 
another thousand were unable to gain ad- 
mittance, 

Archbishop Farley wags the celebrant, 
assisted by Mgr. M. J. Lavelle, pastor of 
the cathedral. The deacons of honor 
were Mgr. P. J. Hayes and the Rev. Dr. 
W. J. Hayes. The altar and side chapels 
were properly decorated with Easter 
flowers and palms. 

The regular choir was supplemented by 
a number of professional singers and 
Howe's Orchestra, of sixty-five pieces, led 
by Prof. Ungra, director of the cathedral 
choir. In all 200 voices took part in the 
choral celebration of the mass. The pro- 
cessional was ‘‘ Christ the Lord Is Risen 
To-day’ and the offertory ‘‘ Terra Tre- 
muit,”" by Mr. O'Connor. : 

At the suggestion of Archbishop Farley 
the Easter offering was devoted to ex- 
tending the work of the Cathedral Col- 
lege of New York. Mgr. Lavelle, in ex- 
plaining the work of the college, stated 
that the Archbishop needs about forty 
priests a year, and, as the course take 
six years, it is important that materi 
assistance be given.

It can Be 
Stated that the Democratic bills extending 
revision along lines often demanded by 
the insurgents have done nothing toward 
seothing the insurgents toward reciproc- 
ity, and they are now prepared to make 
the same fight for the amendment of the 
President’s Canadian agreement as they 
had mapped out for its defeat In the clos- 
ing days of the last session. 

This plan of the Senate progressives 
marks clearly the divergence between the 
policy of the Republican insurgents in 
the two houses. Both groups dislike the 
idea of Canadian reciprocity, but the in- 
surgent Representatives, realizing their

a minority, are willing to make terms. 
Their plan is to give their votes for reci- 
procity as the President has drafted the 
agreement in return for certain favors 
they hope to wring from the Democratic 
leaders in the ‘farmers’ bill,” giving 
free trade to the world in the list of 
things the farmers buy.

WASHINGTON, April 16.—The Postal 
savings bank system is proving a greater 
success than its friends have thought it 
would be. Postmaster General Hitchcock 
in a statement made public this evening 
shows that the interest in postal savings 
banks is steadily increasing. It is shown 
in his statement that $201,961 was on de- 
posit at the forty-eight postal savings 
banks at the close of business March 3il, 
compared with $133,869 on the last day of 
February, an increase of $68,092. The 
number of open accounts increased from 
3,664 to 4,807 during March, and the aver- 
age balance per depositor from $36.54 to 
$46.89. These banks have only been open 
for the receipt of deposits since Jan, 3. 

By May 1 Mr. Hitchcock hopes to have 
forty-five additional offices open and 
ready to receive deposits. A few days ago 
he issued orders for all the Postmasters 


‘of the recently designated offices to as- 


semble on April 21 and 22 at certain 
places where the system has been in oper- 
ation, in order that they may get 4 prac- 
tical demonstration as to its operation. 
Instead of bringing the Postmasters to 
Washington, as was done originally, In- 
spectors will be sent to certain of the 
postal savings offices to assist in ex- 
plaining the operation of the system. All 
necessary supplies, such as cards, stamps, 
and certificates, together with blank 
forms, regulations, and instructions, have 
been sent to the recently designated of- 
fices. 

Since the inauguration of the postal 
savings system there have been deposited 
in the twenty-two offices west of the 
Mississippi‘ River $148,699, as compared 
with $75,565 received in the twenty-six 
offices east of the Mississippi River. 
Though the average amount of each de- 
posit for the month of March was ap- 
proximately $28, there were more certifi- 
cate8S issued of the $50 denomination than 
of any other; in fact, over one-fourth of 
all issued were of that denomination.

Why He Denied Political Aspirations 
in Seattle Explained—Won’t Talk 
About “ Taking Panama.” 





Theodore Roosevelt returned yesterday 


|from his seven weeks’ tour of the South, 


West, and Middle West, looking as brown 
as a berry from his contact with the 
Western sun, but uncommunicative as to 
his views on the current questions of the 
day, and the part he may or may not 
intend to play in the campaign of 1912. 

The Colonel didn’t look a bit fatigued 
as he stepped from the Lake Shore Lim- 
ited at the Grand Central Station late in 
the afternoon. His smile was in evidence 
as the newspaper men crowded around 
expectantly. But there was no interview 
forthcoming. He barely gave the news- 
paper men time to fire a volley of ques- 
tions concerning his views on the Mex- 
ican situation, Canadian reciprocity, the 
crime wave in New York, Western pros- 
perity, and his own plans for the future, 
when, with a brisk wave of the hand, the 
Colonel exclaimed: 

‘“‘Not a word, gentlemen; not a word 
to say.”’ 

“You know I never have,” he added, 
and hurried te a waiting automobile and 
started for Ovster Bay. 

On his way to New York from Chicago 
Col. Roosevelt chatted with several ac- 
quaintances, two of whom happened to be 
newspaper men, but if they hoped to get 
an interview from the Colonel they were 
disappointed. In fact, they were inter- 
viewed. 

The Colonel wanted to know all about 
the election of Senator O’Gorman and 
Tammany’s connection with the selection 
of the successful candidate. He wanted 
particularly to know what part Charles F. 
Murphy played in the election of Senator 
O’Gorman, and what the newspapers and 
the public at large thought of the out- 
come. 

Col. Roosevelt was also keenly interest- 
ed in knowing what the Democrats had 
done about primary legislation during his 
absence, as direct primaries was one of 
the pledges in the Democratic platform. 
When informed that no such legislation 
had made its appearance yet, the Colonel 
had this comment to make: 

‘‘If the Republicans had won, does any 
one doubt that they would have kept their 
pledges ?’”’ 

That was the nearest he came to com- 
mitting himself on any of the questions 
asked. He explained that he had been so 
busy on his tour and so out of touch with 
the issues here that any views he might 
express would be lacking in weight. 

It was learned yesterday that Col. 
Roosevelt’s announcement in Seattle that 
he had “ had everything’ and was not 
‘“‘an aspirant for anything,’ was not real- 
ly voluntary on the Colonel's part. He 
was being introduced to the Seattle audi- 
ence, when the Chairman turned to Col, 
Roosevelt and said: 

“Colonel, we don’t know what_ you 
aspire to, but let me say that the West 
will give you anything you want.” 

Col. Roosevelt was obliged to reply co 
the Chairman's words, and it was then 
announced that he aspired to nothing. 
Had it not been for the Chairman’s re- 
marks the Colonel would have remained 
silent as to aspirations. 

Another one of Col. Roosevelt's West- 
ern utterances which caused comment in 
the East was his boast that he “ took 
the Panama Canal.’ The Colonel feels 
that if he didn’t take the Panama Canal 
he would like to know who did. But as 
to this remark as well as others which 
excited comment during his trip, he was 
silent yesterday. 

Mrs. Roosevelt joined her husband in 
California, but she remained at the home 
of their son there. while the Colonel 
traveled up the Pacific Coast on his tour, 
He spoke in fifteen States.

Falling Tide Tips Their Boat, Spills

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DR. DUNNELL SAYS FAREWELL 


He Leaves All Saints After 40 Years’ 
Service—Church to be Maintained. 


The Rev. Dr. William Nichols Dunnell, 
who is retiring from All Saints’ Episco- 
pal Church at Henry and Scammel 
Streets after a forty-year pastorate, held 
services in the church yesterday for the 
last time. : 

The church was crowded with present 
and past parishioners, and Bishop Greer, 
besides holding a confirmation, delivered 
an address, in which he paid a warm 
tribute to the venerable pastor, and an- 
nounced his intention to keep the his- 
toric old church open. The Rev. Mr. 
Johnson, a young and unmarried clergy- 
man, wil] assume the pastorate. 

“Your venerable rector was born in 
this parish eighty years ago,”’ said Bishop 
Greer. ‘‘He was in the infant class of 
the old parochial school. He has admin- 
istered the parish’s affairs for the last 
forty years with great fidelity. To part 
with him now will be particularly sad for 
the older members of the parish. He will 
be missed by young and old. But the 
peace of the Lord will be with him 
wherever he goes. 

“This parish will not be discontinued, 
but it will have to be kept open with 
such means as has been placed at my 
disposal. The rector and vestry have been 
good enough to hand it over to me, and 
I h&ve secured the services of a young un- 
married man, the Rev. Mr. Johnson. He 
has lately been ordained, and is full of 
religious zeal. He has expressed himself 
as glad to make the necessary sacrifices 
and endure the inevitable privations. I 
ask you to give him your confidence as 
he has mine. I wish the beloved Dr. Dun- 
nell peace, strength, joy, and happiness to 
the end of his days.”’ 

At the close of Bishop Greer’s address 
Dr. Dunnell expressed his regret at leay- 
ing the church, and gave the parishioners 
his blessing. He wijl remain in the All 
Saints’ rectory until May 1, and will then 
move into a house in Red Bank. N. J., 
which the Trinity Church Corporation has 
provided for him. 

At the afternoon service the Palestine 
Commandery of the Knights Templars at- 
tended in uniform, and at the evening 
service a delegation of the Veterans of 
the Twenty-second Regiment, National 
Guard, of which Dr. unnell was for 
many years chaplain, was among the 
large congregation. 

In his evening sermon of farewell the 
aged rector reviewed his career, and 
Said: 

‘““Why docs a man stay where there is 
little wealth, little of the good things of 
life, little of the associations that men 
seek after? Because the Master did it. 
Man lives because Christ lives; and no 
matter what the surroundings there is 
grace rising to every one, who in the 
hopelessness of despair makes a noble 
effort to reach the high ideal that the 
true heart aspires to. 

‘On my own initiative I resign from 
active duties here, but I am still a priest, 
retaining my duties with the voice of the 
priest—the voice of one crying in the wil- 
derness. Let your minds be strong in 
things that make duty honorable and 
patriotism honorable, that makes the dutv 
of the father and mother and brother and 
Sister heaven high. 

** May the grace of God go with you all 
along the way and make life better. 
brighter. and sweeter unto the perfect 
day, until God's good time when we may 


all meet again in the final home of All 
Saints.’’ 


POLICE FIND STOLEN SLOOP. 


Arrest Man Who Was Engaged to 
Take Her to Florida, but Didn't. 


John P. Johnson, 36 vears old, who was 
formerly a seafaring man, but who retired 
to take up the quieter life of janitor of 
the apartment house at 101 West 115th 
Street, was arrested Saturday night, 
charged with the larceny of an auxiliary 
sloop belonging to Dr. J. H. Egbert of 
Willimantic, Conn., and valued at $1,000. 
He was held in $2,500 bail by Magistrate 
Herbert in the Harlem Court vesterday 
for examination this afternoon, when Dr.

He said Johnson 
had been engaged by Dr. Egbert to take 
the boat to Florida, and sailed from New 
London on Christmas Eve last. A day 
or two later the owner received a mes- 
sage from Johnson that the boat had been 
badly battered in a storm, and had to 
put into a port on the Sound for repairs. 
Money was sent to have the necessary 
repairs made. From every port at which 
the sloop touched along the Sound, the 
Lieutenant said, Dr. Egbert would re- 
ceive word from Johnson that something 
had been carried’ away, and asking for 
money to have repairs made. 

W hen the sloop reached New York Dr. 
Egbert notified Johnson to sell the boat 
for what he could get. 

Johnson sent word that the best offer 
received was a plated watch and $3800, 
payable $10 quarterly. Dr. Egbert then 
sent orders to continue on the way to 
Florida. 

According to Iieut. Dwyer, Johnson, 
who fs a tall, lanky Swede, did not leave 
this port in the: Dorothy, but sold her to 
Paul Kutzner of 500 East Seventeenth 
Street for $300 cash. Lieut. Dwyer rec- 
ognized the Dorothy, tied up at i12vd 
Street and the Harlem River, on Sat- 
urday, and when he went on hoard Mr. 
Kutaner showed him a bill of sale for 
the yacht, executed by Johnson. , 
Soon | after ordering Johnson to leave 
New York with the Dorothy, Dr. Egbert 
received & message, dated Atlantic City, 
asking that more money be sent to make 
repairs. The next he heard from John- 
Son Wag a message from a town in Dela- 
ware saying that the Dorothy had been 
sunk in a terrible blow off Cape Henlo- 
pen, on the Delaware Coast. 

Dr. Egbert’s suspicions were aroused, 
and he communicated with the police.

Mother, Said to Have Been Insured In 
Several Companies, Died Suddenly 
After Alleged Runaway Accident.

MIDDLETOWN, N. Y:.,. April 16.—Su- 
preme Court Judge A. S. Tompkins on 
Saturday granted an order for the ex- 
humation of the body of Mrs. Margaret 
Drennan, a well-known woman of this 
city, who died suddenly on Dec. 23, last 
year. The application was made by As- 
sistant District Attorney J. D. Wilson. 

Mrs. Drennan.was 54 years old and had 
resided for several years with her 60n, 
John F. Hughes, an Ontario & Western 
Railroad conductor, in this city. She was 
buried at Rock Hill, Sullivan County. 
After her death it was learned that she 
had been insured for between $2,000 and 
$3,000 in several companies. All except 
One of the companies paid the insurance 
without demur. The objecting company 
Started an investigation and found that 
the death certificate stated that Mrs. 
Drennan died as a result of injuries sus- 
tained in a runaway accident on Nov. 9 
last, nearly two months before her ceath. 
Further investigation is said to have 
failed to substantiate the story that there 
had been a runaway accident. 

The deceased woman had three children, 
Mary E. Schoonmaker of Newark, N, J.; 
John F. Hughes of Middletown, N. Y., 
and Simon P. Hughes of Cornwall. Some 
time after her mother’s death Mrs. 
Schoonmaker came to Middletown and 
declared that she did not know of her 
mother’s decease. She stated that she 
had suspicions that all was not right, and 
communicated with attorneys here. These 
attorneys, Watts, Oakes & Bright, are 
counsel for the Ontario & Western Rall- 
road, against whicn company Mrs. Dren- 
nan’s son, John F. Hughes, a conductor 
on that line, had commenced an action for

Venezuelans Gather Them Only 
in the Moulting Season, 
Naturalist Asserts. 





BIRDS PROTECTED BY LAW 





More Than 1,200 Pounds Picked Up 
Annually, Says Mayeul Grisol

Mayeul Grisol, naturalist and explorer, 
®f the Honorary Mission of the Museum 
of Natural History in Paris, has written 
@ letter on the white heron harvest of 
Venezucla to J. E. Grillet, President o7 
the Syndicate Chamber of Manufacturers 
of Feathers for Ornament. Venezuela is 
@ great producer of aigrettes, and it ‘s 
M. Grisol’s contention that the. manner 
in which they are gathered there is bene- 
ficial rather than destructive to heron 
life. 

As ammunition to repel the attacks of 
the Audubon Societies, this letter is being 
widely circulated among the milliners and 
feather dealers, much distressed at the 
realization, growing daily more acute, 
that after July 1 aigrettes and many 
ether feathers cannot be sold legally in 
thig State. The milliners are planning 
to contest the constitutionality of this 


law. 

It is M. Grisol’s point that the heron 
plumage is, for the most part, gathered 
efter the feathers have been discarded 


by- the birds in moulting season, and that 
far from the herons being butchered, they 
are zealously protected, as a source of 
great revenue to the country. 

In his letter. as translated in a recent 
issue of The Millinery Trade Review, he 
‘Bays: 

‘*The harvest of white heron bird feath- 
ers and other birds takes place in special 
localities chosen by these birds. They 
ere called Garzeros (from heron in Span- 
ish) and Dormitorios, (dormitories.) The 
Garzero is different from the dormitory 
{fn this sense, that there only the white 
herons, coupled, as well as the other 
species come to nest and to raise their 
young broods, while in the dormitories 
assemble those not coupled. 

“The white heron and other wading 
birds follow the natural law, which every 
year at a fixed period compels them to 
moult—that is, these birds, aiding them- 
selves with their beaks, scatter hither and 
thither the magnificent feathers whicn 
are their ornament, and which are bound 
to grow anew still more beautiful. Every- 
where on the ground, as well as on the 
tree branches and on the bushes and 
thickets, they leave their feathers, which 
at that moment must form the happiness 
of the natives and of the workmen busy 
with the harvest thereof. There are some 
Garzeros where daily from three to four 
kilos of these magnificent feathers may 
be gathered. 

“YT had with me six men for the gather- 
ing of the feathers, and the daily result 
svas from about 600 to 700 grams per man 
at the time of the highest moult. As a 
total I may calculate that as an average 
for three months I obtained from 450 to 
600 grams a day per man. I know another 
Garzero in the City of Guarico, called 
Chaguangal, which gives yearly 125 to 130 
pounds of feathers gathered or picked up 
eas I said above. 

*“*T could cite more than fifteen Gar- 
geros in which one proceeds always in 
the same way, and which render yearly at 
the moulting period a total of about 1,200 
pounds of feathers. 

“The owners of these Garzeros jealous- 
Jy protect their property, and they are the 
first ones interested in preventing any 
‘one from coming to their home and de- 
stroying by arms one of the principal 
sources of their income. 

‘The Government also made some very 
‘gevere laws against those who would de- 
*gtroy these magnificent birds, and with 
ell its means, endeavors to encourage the 
gathering, which thus becomes a source 
of revenue for the Indians and their fami- 
lies, for the owners, and for the national 
treasury. 

“It is very rare for the natives to kill 
the herens. It would be only in the case 
of necessity, for their sustenance. 

“To sum up, the feathers exported from 
Venezuela for our markets are for the 
greatest part gathered feathers, and the 
exception being those coming from birds 
killed, the meat of which serves as food 
to the natives living in these regions. The 
harvest is considerable, and is increasing 
precisely because they protect the birds 
which furnish, through their feathers, 
one of the most appreciable revenues of 
these rich countries.”’ 


FINDS VENEZUELA FAIR. 


H. C. Day Says American Capitalists 
Are Well Treated There Now. 


Henry Cole Day of 16 West 121st Street, 
who is interested in the asphalt business 
in Venezuela, returned from that country 
on Saturday, and yesterday told a Times 
reporter that opportunities for free com- 

etition by American capital in Venezue- 
am concessions were never better. He 
lamented the fact that certain news arti- 
cles had interpreted the recent withdrawal 
of several concessions from Americans as 
& sign of an anti-American feeling 
throughout Venezuela. 

*““One single newspaper article, pub- 
lished a few months ago and asserting 
that Americans were unfairly treated,’’ 
he said, **‘ caused much excitement in Car- 
acas. The article appeared in a New 
York newspaper, and was cabled to one of 
the papers in Caracas. It was suppressed 
immediately by President Gomez. 

‘I found out later that the article had 
been inspired by one personal experience, 
and that it did not at all depict the na- 
tional spirit. The most prominent offi- 
cials there told me that it might take years 
to correct the impression created, and 
that the loss of business thereby was a 
national misfortune to Venezuela.’’ 

“It is no longer necessary,’’ he contin- 
ued, ‘‘to make financial overtures to 
everybody who has a vestige of power. 
The Government is in the hands of wide- 
awake business men, and they won't ac- 
cept graft. They know that 95 per cent. 
of the promotion work in their country is 
done by English, Canadian, and American 
capital, and they are especially careful to 
keep on good terms with those interests 
on which the development of their country 
depends. 

“The method for getting a concession is 
#gpimply this: You are allowed to recon- 
“moitre all you like, and when you have 
‘found a site of land which you think of- 
fers good returns in minerals, wood, as- 
phalt, &c., you can make application to 
‘the Governor of the province for it. If 
‘you expect to conduct an inter-provincial 
usiness, however, your concession must 
go through the national channels. Your 
application is considered and the Bank of 
enezuela refers all your financial refer- 
ences to its own correspondents in New 
York. The authorities reserve the right 
to trace all organization of the capital to 
he invested and to withdraw concessions 
*when it is shown that proper responsibil- 
ity has not been vested in the claimants.

German's Invention | of Anti-Rolling - 


Tanks May Be Used on Big Liners. | 


Arthur M. Anderson, a London marine 


engineer who was at the Hotel Knicker- 
bocker yesterday, said that in spite of 
the enormous increase in tonnage and the 
adoption generally of bilge keels ships stili 
rolled in a heavy beam sea. 

‘“‘An invention by a German engineer,” ' 
said Mr. Anderson, “ with anti-rolling 
tanks filled with water has proved very | 
successful, and they may shortly be used 
with considerable benefit to seasick pas- | 
sengers on Atlantic liners. Whena vessel | 
fitted with these tanks goes over to star- 
board some ninety tons of water in her 
tanks goes over, too. ‘ This weight of 
water delays her from coming back on 
the rythm of the waves and really acts 
as & Wave beg in the opposite direc- 
tion. AS a re: 
waves is broken, and the ship by virtue 
of her own self-carried waves is able to) 
resist, at least to a large extent, the power 
of the waves of the sea.’’ 

Mr. Anderson added that the anti-rolling 
tanks would doubtless prove of great im- 
portance to warships, as a steady plat- 
form was almost indispensable to the 
gunner.

THE ZEMSTVO INCIDENT. 

The Czar came very near open defeat 
in his Counci] of the Empire on Friday. 
By a vote of nearly two-thirds his use 
of the imperial prerogative in promul- 
gating the zemstvo law was condemned, 
A change votes would have 
forced him to take up the matter again 
and to decide publicly whether he had 
erred. 

Of course there is no doubt as to what 
the decision would have been, but the 
situation is full of significance.

LONDON’S TAXICABS. 

Tondon has a taxicab strike due to 
the determination of cab owners and 
cab drivers alike to make more money, 
The drivers, it seems, have been pocket- 
ing the extra sixpences paid for every 
passenger more than two in each cab, 
but they declare that they could not 
otherwise make enough to live. The 
owners want the extra sixpences, and 
they also want to charge tenpence in- 
stead of eightpence for the first half 
mile. That is to say, they ask 20 cents 
for a service for which 50 cents is will- 
ingly paid in New York, and feel that 
with that charge permitted they could 
pay their drivers better wages and still 
make a good profit. 

If New Yorkers could get a good cab 
service for twice the price London cab 
owners are striving to establish they 
would feel grateful. We may be sure 
that the difficulty will soon be settled 
in London, but New York’s dream of 
an inexpensive and efficient cab service 
is as far as ever from realization.

FOR A NEW LIBRARY. 

The New York State Library will be 
replaced, so far as possible; of that 
there is, of course, no question. There 
is a question, however, of how soon and 
how it will be done. The Regents and 
the Commissioner of Education, A. 8. 
DRAPER, urge the Legislature to put 
ut their disposal promptly a liberal 
amount. The Governor does the same. 
We believe the Legislature will grant 
the request, and we know that the great 
mass of sensible and fairly informed 
people in the State will heartily ap- 
prove. 

The value of the State Library, its 
immediate, practical, and varied value 
in the daily life of this great Common- 
wealth, is probably less understood in 
the City of New York than in the rest 
of the State. Our own resources are so 
great, and our people are, for the most 
part, so engrossed in their own affairs, 
that they have not had the need or the 
time to make use of the collection at 
Albany. We think of it, when we 
think of it at all, as a vast accumula- 
tion of books, some rare, mainly pretty 
technical, which students in special 
lines consult, and we have @ vague 
pride in ‘ts reported riches. The pride 
is justified, and would not be vague 
for those who really informed them- 
selves of the resources of the Library 
as it wag before the needless fire got 
in its cruel and stupid work. Its special 
collections had a value of their own, be- 
cause, besides being extensive, they 
contained much that could not be found 
elsewhere. "This was true of the law 
library, the medical, technological, gene- 
alogical, theological, and educational 
collections. 

But this was only a part, and per- 
haps not the greatest part, of the 
sources of usefulness in the State Li- 
brary. By an admirable system which 
been carefully and ingeniously 
worked out, books were sent out from 
Albany to the remotest parts of the 
State to schools, to local organizations 
for study, to individual students, so 
that it was substantially true that its 
riches were within the reach of every 
one who wished to make proper use of 
them. For example, within our own 
knowledge, a gentleman in an interlor 
town who organized the children of his 
neighborhood for the careful study of 
bird life, plant life, and, incidentally, 
of the stars, was able to secure books, 
maps, diagrams, plates, &c., that would 
ordinarily be quite beyond the scope of 
And 
what was practicable in this instance 


even a well-established school. 


was equally so, and on a larger scale 
when needed, all over the State. 

Tt® will thus be seen that the func- 
tion of the Librery wags, in a peculjarly 
broad and fecund manner, cducational, 
and that its direct influence was ex- 
erted upon all study, from the most re- 
condite to the simplest, from the expert 
in research to the children at their 
mother’s knee. That most important 
and essential function has been rudely 
broken in upon. No time should be 
lost in resuming it, and on a scale even 
more extended than in the past. of 
course there are treasures, especially {n 
the line of original historic documents 
and records, that cannot be restored. 
Let us properly mourn them, and turn 
to the future.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


Up in Westchester 
County, just now, the

Westchester. authorities have com- 

bined to give by ex- 
ample a lesson, worthy of more attention 
than it is receiving, in the noble art of 
laborious and elaborate inefficiency~ 
Sometimes more briefly described as 

“how not to do it.” 

There have been several cases of rabies 
~the real thing—among the county's in- 
numerable dogs in the past few months, 
and it was therefore wise for the authori- 
ties mentioned to take vigorous measures 
for stamping out the dreadful malady. 
And they tcok them, but the measures, 
though vigorous, have no other merit, for 
they might be continued for years, or for- 
ever, without accomplishing the desired 
end—or any end, for that matter, except 
the infliction of a lot of suffering on 
harmless and innocent dogs, and of some 
expense and much inconvenience on their 
owners. 

The quarantine, so called, which has 
been established, forbids the taking of 
dogs out of the county, which is well 
enough, but it neither orders nor attempts 
any interference with bringing them in, 
which is, of course, the only way to in- 
Sure the maintenance of canine health 
after it has once been attained. Then the 
orders are that all dogs, even those on 
leash, shall be muzzled, but the only pen- 
ality for disobedience jis the Seizure and 
{mpounding of the unmuzzled dogs, and in 
the enforcement of this penalty the dog- 
catchers show a strong preference for 
the dogs that are sure or likely to be 
ransomed. Such, at least, is the general 
belief of the Westchesterians, and it is 
Supported by the very obvious fact that 
many dogs of birth and breeding have 
been taken, while those in whose fate no- 
body takes much interest roam the streets 
in safety, though unmuzzled and usually 
unlicensed. 

Not unnaturally, and indeed inevitably, 
& quarantine thus conducted accomplishes 
nothing, new cases of rabies continue to 
appear, and the only thing done about it 
is to extend the period of troublesome, 
but wholly inefficient, precautions! Mean- 
while the comparatively few dogs that are 
muzzled endure quite uselessiv the torture 
which the best of muzzles inflict, and the 
agonies which the worst—and commonest 
—cause their wretched wearers. They are, 
too, helpless when attacked by the very 
dogs most likely to carry and spread in- 
fection, and this adds a culminating ab- 
surdity to the situation.

I do not wonder that you fee! discouraged 
when your work ts frustrated by a judicial 
ruling such as you describe.

@ gingle justification for it, nor have I been 
able to get a suggestion of one from any 
competent person. 


That, now, !s pretty savage criticism, 
and the Mayor added to it by declaring 
that though PHILLIPS could not have been 
compelled to supply the prosecution with 
specimens of his handwriting, the fact 
that he had done so without claiming the 
privilege not to incriminate himself made 
the evidence competent. Justice Mappox 
ruled otherwise, insisting that PHILLIps 
had written under duress—that telling him 
not to write would put him in a bad po- 
Sition and was as bad as it would have 
been to ask him to put his hand in his 
pockets and hand out his valuables. Thus 
widely do high authorities differ! 

The layman, while understanding well 
enough that, and why, a man accused of 
crime should not be forced to prove his 
innocence in court, cannot forget that men 
are constantly asked to do just that thing, 
out of court, and that in innumerable in- 
stances their failure to do it leads to acts 
based on the assumption that they are 
guilty. It is a common experience, tag, 
that innocent men, when under suspicion, 
are glad to assist in every way the legiti- 
mate investigation of their acts. Perhaps 
Mayor GAYNOR, remembering that the rule 
as to self-incrimination was devised in 
days when no prisoner was allowed to 
testify in his own behalf, shares the gen- 
eral lay belief that in the changed condl- 
tions of to-day the rule does much for 
the guilty and nothing for the Innocent, 
and should be mitigated, if not entirely 
abolished.

SLOW WORK SEEING ENGLAND 
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When You're Broke and Have to Pick 
Oakum to Pay the Bills.

Big Fire Insurance Brokerage Fee. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

There ig to-day a bill pending at Albany 
which proposes an annual HMeense fee of $100 
for privilege for brokers to carry on fire in- 
surance business in this State. 

The bill has been introduced to take away 
the licensing from the various insurance ex- 
changes and to place this authority in the 
hands of the State. This is no doubt good 
policy and only follows the example of other 
States, but the proposed fee {s exorbitant and 
is being advocated by the larger brokers, who 
desire to eliminate the smaller men. Thousands 
of men throughout this State who are now 
managing to make an honest living will find 
themselves severely handicapped or effectively 
shut out, and the many real estate firms who 
combine fire insurance with their other busl- 
ness would have this source of iricome cut off. 

The neighboring States of Conneeticut and 
New Jersey are satisfied to charge a fee of 
$10 only. This contemplated fee of $100 would 
Stifle competition, and it seems almost confis- 
catory, while the result must necessarily be to 
create a privileged class of brokers whose 
power may not be used for the benefit of the 
public.

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Commissioner Osborne Opposes Leader 
Merritt’s Plan, 


If the Merritt concurrent resolution re- 
lating to water storage in the forest pre- 
serve passes the Legislature at the pres- 
ent session it will be in spite of the oppo- 
sition of .Thomas Mott Osborne, Forest, 
Fish and Game Commissioner; the Asso- 
ciation for the Protection of the Adiron- 
dacks, the New York Board of Trade, and 
other powerful organizations. Mr. Os- 
borne, who, it is said, will soon head a 
new commission, to be known as the 
State Commission of Conservation, em- 
bracing the present Forest, Fish, and 
Game Department and the State Water 
Supply Commission, talked plainly about 
the Merritt measures in Albany last 
Wednesday. 


“I am unalterably opposed to opening 
the door to private interests or individu- 
als, as the Merritt concurrent resolution 
Propoeee he said, 

“The State should exercise rigid con- 
trol over its water-power supply and de- 
rive a revenue from it. The bilis and the 
amendment introduced at the last session 
of the Legislature by the State Water 
Supply Commission seem to make neces- 
sary provision for such control and reve- 
nue, 

“The State has been extravagant and 
foolish in the past in granting franchises 
but I do not believe that the people will 
ever consent to open the doors to individ- 
uals in the Adirondack State lands. 
Nothing can be done in regard to water 
storage in the Adirondacks without an 
amendment to the Constitution, but such 
an amendment must 
throw the doors open to private inter- 


S. 

The Merritt resolution, to which Mr. Os- 
borne is opposed, is an amendment to 
Article VII., Section 7 of the Constitution 
adopted in 1904, providing that State 
lands, then owned or thereafter acquired, 
constituting the Forest Preserve, shall 
never be leased or sold or taken by any 
corporation, and that the timber thereon 
shall not be sold, removed, or destroyed. 

It was claimed in support of the bills 
that their possase would reduce the pres- 
ent cost of power in New York, Roches- 
ter, Syracuse, and other cities, now 350 
or $60 per horse power per year, by at 
least one-half, and would insure the pres- 
ent supremacy of the State in the magni- 
tude of its manufacturing interests, in- 
cluding wages paid, capital invested, and 
the value of manufactured products. The 
bills further provided that the reservoirs 
constructed by the State were to be main- 
tained and controlled by the State, that 
the use of the water from the reservoirs 
was to be leased to power plant owners 
and others under contracts running: for 
fifty years, at reasonable rates—sufficient 
to produce a net revenue to the State. 
The sale of not more than $20,000,000 of 
bonds was to provide the necessary 
funds. 

These measures were approved by Gov. 
Hughes and indorsed by the Association 
for the Protection of the Adirondacks 
by the New York Board of Trade, an 
by other societies and individuals who 
had always opposed any invasion of the 
Forest Preserve, a tract of land contain- 
ing twice as many square miles as the 
State of Rhode Island, or any change in 
prticle VII., Section 7, of the Constitu- 
tion. 

They were successfully opposed by Mr. 
Merritt, who has been a water power 
owner on the Raquette River for over 
twenty years, and by members of the 
Legislature from the northern part of 
the State, who demanded that when the 
development bonds had been paid off, at 
the end of fifty vears, the State should 
hand over the use of the reservoirs it 
had built to the owners of the power 
plants, as a free gift forever. 

This attitude of Mr.Merritt and his 
friends, as well as the Merritt amend- 
ment, met with strong opposition last 
year from the Association for the Pro- 
tection of the Adirondacks, which ques- 
tioned the ‘“‘ propriety of a man finan- 
cially interested in water power develop- 
ment sitting as an impartial fudge in 
the capacity of Chairman of committees 
and member of the Legislature, called 
pan to enact legislation upon this sub- 
ect.” 

A meeting of the Judiciary Committee 
of the Assembly is scheduled to be held 
in Albany on Tuesday next. John G, 
Agar, counsel for the association; Ed- 
ward Hagaman Hall, its Secretary, and 
Judge James F. Tracy of Albany will 
appege to oppose the Merritt measures. 
Mr. Merritt will advocate the adoption 
of his amendment, in his triple réle of 
eset power owner, attorney, and legis- 
ator. 


TOLSTOY ADVOCATES TREATY 


Son of Novelist Declares This Country 
Should Form a Peace Pact with Czar. 


Count Leo L. Tolstoy, in his first pub- 
lic speech in America, delivered at @ 
meeting of the International Peace 
Forum in the Metropolitan Temple, Sev- 
enth Avenue and Fourteenth Street, last 
night, advocated an immediate treaty 
between the United States and Russia. 
His six weeks’ visit to this country has 
as its main object the furthering of 
such a treaty, and he hag had a confer- 
ence with President Taft on the subject. 

“My father,"’ he said, ‘‘did a great 
deal toward the unification of nations, 
and I believe that he regarded it as his 
greatest work. I hope to take up that 
work as the greatest inheritance my fae 
ther has left me." 

The church was decorated with silk 
flags of all nations, loaned by the League 
of Peace, and over the head of the Count 
hung the large American flag which 
waved at the entrance of New York 
Harbor when the combined fleets of the 
nations entered our port at the opening 
of the Columbian Exposition, in 1893. 

On one end of the pulpit, immediately 
in front of Count Tolstoy, had been placed 
an angelic, flaxen-haired girl doll, draped 
int‘a National flag. It was supposed to 
symbolize a child leading the nations to 
the dawn of peace. The Rev. Dr. John 
Wesley Hill, pastor of the church, how- 
ever, did not appreciate it. He did not 


discover the doll until the church was 
well filled, and then he became quite 
indignant. He denounced the judgment 
of those who had placed it there, but 
he could not persuade any one to take 
it away. 

‘“Anvway,” he was heard to say, 
‘““wouldn’t you at least think that they 
would have made it a boy?” 

Dr. Hill introduced Count Tolstoy as 
“the gon of a patriot, prophet, literary 
genius, reformer, statesman, humanita- 
rian, and philanthropist, a son who can- 
not be silenced and who bids fair to be 
greater than his father.” my. 

‘‘T am laboring under two great difficul- 
ties,’ said Count Tolstoy, who in appear- 
ance, accent, and gesticulations ig more 
French than Russian. ‘* The first is that 
Tama Russian and speak very bad Hng- 
lish. The other is that I am a small son 
of a great father. It is a hard duty to 
be Loo L. Tolstoy, Jr., but f am much im- 
pressed by the love extended here to the 
memory of my father. 

“1 onee received a letter from my 
father in which he told me to think less 
of my own life and work, and to look 
more closely and to study more carefully 
the work and lives of others. It ig ex- 
activ that advice which I think he tried 
to bring out in his teachings. Your ¢oun- 
try is too much interested in its own af- 
fairs. So it is with Russia and other 
countries. To meet the advice of my 
father there ought to be many traveling 
ambassadors of peace going from nation 
to nation and advancing the doctrine of 
altruistic relations. 

‘T made it very clear in my talk to 
President Taft that in my opinion, after 
he had consummated the American British 
treaty, he ought to turn his attention to 
Russia and plan to draw up a lasting 
treaty between my country and his. I 
told him that although the political and 
social ideals of the two nations are shaped 
entirely difterently, this should not be a 
bar to the furtherance of peace between 
us. L count that day not SO many gen- 
erations distant when universal peace 
snall not only be a dream, but a fact. 

At one point in his address the Count 
caused a ripple of merriment by search- 
ing every pocket of his evening clothes 
for a document, from which he intended 
to read an extract. 

“Tf these suits only hatl more pockets,” 
he remarked, *‘ perhaps it would be easier 
to find things.” - 

Other speakers were John ‘Tempie 
Graves and William H, Short, Executive 
Secretary of the Peace Society. The lat- 
ter said that the cost of warships within 
the Jast six years had more than doubled, 
as the average tonnage had risen from 
14.000 to 28,000 tons, while vessels of 22,- 
uo) tons are already under consideration. 
Taig increase in armaments, he said, was 
the greatest sign of retrogression with 
which the peace societies have to contend. 

Count Tolstoy, immediately after his 
speech, hurried away-to a social engage~-

New Zealand’s Premier Declares 
for Anglo-American Union to 
Prevent Asiatic Invasion, 





IS KEEN FOR ARBITRATION 





Sir Joseph Ward Says Jingoism Has 
Little Place in His Country—Here 
on Way to Coronation. 





Sir Joseph Ward, Premier of New Zege 
land, in an interview yesterday with the 
New York representative of the Central 
News of London, declared that the pres- 
ervation of the world’s peace lay with 
Great Britain and the United States. Sir 
Joseph, accompanied by Lady Ward and 
their son and daughter, is making a brief 
Stay in New York on his way to London 
to attend the imperial conference and the 
coronation of George V. They will sall 
on the Lusitania on Wednesday. 

“In the British oversea dominions ad- 
jacent to the Pacific, it is recognized 
that one of the most imporant questions 
we have to keep before us is that of pree 
serving our territory for the British race, 
and doling everything in our power to pre=. 
vent Asiatic immigration. to any great ex- 
tent,” said Sir Joseph. “I think I may 
be permitted to say that this problem is 
one Which also closely concerns the 
United States of America, and in my 
judgment some well-thought-out plan of 
Anglo-Saxon co-operation is necessary to 
preserve all the countries I have alluded 
to from an invasion of Asiatics. 

“ Unfortunately there are at the present 
time some important aspects of the mat- 
ter which require to be settled first, and 
this can only be done by British states- 
rr.en. I do not wish to tresSpass upon the 
domain of home politics, but I cannot 
help saying that the non-solution of the 
Irish question appears to me to stand 
in the way of the best efforts of the 
friends of the Empire in helping to estab. 
lish a system for the preservation of the 
Anglo-Saxon race in every part of the 
world, whieh cannot be done without con- 
sidering, from a legitimate standpoint, 
the position and natural desires of 
Orienta] nations, 

‘The relations between Great Britain 
and the United States constitute the reaj 
key to the situation in preserving the 
peace of the wor!d, and I do not think 
there should be any hesitation on the part 
of English statesmen in removing any 
obstacle that stands in the way of that 
Anglie-Saxon co-operation and unity 
which every well-wisher of the Empire 
would like to see consummated. 

*I can hardly say how gratified T am 
to hear there are such good prospects of 
the proposed new arbitration treaty be- 
tween Great Britain and the United 
States being carried prousn. It will ba 
an important step in the direction of the 
co-operation I have spoke of and means 
a great deal more to all parts of the 
British Empire and to the Anglo-Saxon 
race as a whole than appears on the sur- 

ace.”’ 

Sir Joseph expressed himself most en- 
thusiastically in regard to the projected 
“allered”’ route between England and 
New Zealand. ‘‘I am most azxious,” he 
said, ‘‘to see this all-British service in 
operation in order to bring the mother 
land and the younger and distant por- 
tiong, of the Empire as close together as 
possible. 

‘‘A day or two ago I had a most pleas. 
urable meeting with Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
at Ottawa. Sir Wilfrid has always been 
most cordial in his feelings toward New 
Zealand, and our sentiments toward 
Canada, are equally friendly, both coun- 
tries being anxious to meet each other in 
trade matters and other international 
proses wherever it is pogsibie te do 60. 

he trade between Canada and New Zea- 
land is already considerable, but with the 
transport facilities which exist between 
the two countries, from Montreal via the 
Atiantio and from Vancouver yia tho 
Pacific, there is no reason in my opinion 
why the present amount of trade should 
not be materially increased.” 

The Premier asserted that !mperialistic 
sentiments in New Zealand permeated the 
whole country, and that love and affec- 
tion for the mother country, so far from 
diminishing as the years rolled on, was 
becoming stronger. 

‘‘No sensible person in our country is 
on the side of jingoistic doctrines,’’ he 
added, “ but speaking generally our peo- 
ple are animated by an anxious desire to 
have a.better system that at present 
exists to put to the best possible use the 
combined strength of all parts of the 
Empire without interfering with the com- 
plete and independent autonomy of any 
portion of it.” 


MORE TEA AND COCOA DRUNK. 


Americans Favor These Beverages Be- 
cause of Dear Coffee. 


WASHINGTON, April 16.—-The greater 
use of tea and cocoa by many Americans, 
due to the prevailing high prices of coffee, 
ia indicated by the imports of these three 
commodities. Imports of tea and cocoa 
for the fiscal year ending June 30 next 
bid fair to be the largest in the history of 
America’s import trade, 

Caffee, which is showing the highest 
prices since 1897, has fallen In the imports. 
Sinee last July 644,000,000 pounds wera 
imported, or 100,000,000 pounds less than 
during the corresponding time last year. 
efeanwhile tea and cocoa are surpassing 
all records. ‘ 

At the present rate of importation it is 
probable that tea imports into the United 
States will aggregate 115, 000 pounds, 
and that cocoa will exceed 140,000,000 
pounds. The marked growth of tea im- 
ports to the United States is of compara- 
tively recent development. 

The Bureau of Statistics of the ‘Depart~- 
ment of Commerce and Labor estimates 
that the average import prica of coffe 
this year is 10 cents a pound, against 
cents last year.

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BRADFORD AUTOGRAPHS RARE |( 


Quaker Printer Whom William Penn 
Brought Over Put Up a Press Here. 


Among the rarest of American literary 
autographs dre those of William Brad- 
ford, the Quaker printer, whom William 
Penn brought to this country. He was 
born in Leicestershire, England, in 1065, 
learned his art in London in the office of 
Andrew Sowles, an intimate friend of 
William Penn, and married Sowles’s 
daughter Elizabeth. He set up a printing 
press in Philadelphia in 1685, which was 
the first one south of New England, and 
the third one in the American colonies, 
He settled in New York in 1693, estab- 
lished the first press here, and printed 
the laws. He died in 1752, aged eighty- 
nine, and was buried in Trinity Church- 
yard. 

This letter by him, New York, Jan, 28, 
1726, addressed to Col. Richard Floyd, 
will be sold at auction in Philadelphia this 
week:

“1 GOV. FOSS ON TAX DODGING. 


Will Recommend to Legislature That 
Experts Investigate the Practice. 
Special to The New York Times. 
BOSTON, Mess., April 16.—Gov. Eugene 
H. Foss is going to wage war against the 
tax dodgers. He intends to recommend to 
the Legislature that the entire taxation 
system of the State be examined and in- 
vestigated by experts with a twofold ob- 

ject. 

First, that it is placed upon 
equitable and uniform basis. 

Second, absvlutely to prevent tax dodg- 
ing. 

In a statement Gov. Foss said that his 
plan was to put the matter right up to 
the people, and to make thei understand 
that if they wanted the evasion of the law 
stopped they would have to strengthen 
the laws so they could not be evaded. He 
said that many well-known Bostonians 
prominent in business and in quasi-pyblic 
organizations are confirmed tax dodgers.

ELECTRIC LIGHT RATE ( CUT. 


Edison Co. Likely to Reduce Its Charge 
for Service in a Short Time. 


The New York Edison Company has 
notified the Public Service Commission 
that, beginning on June 1, it will again 
reduce the price of tungsten lamps to 
customers whose contracts call for free 
lamp renewal. This will make the third 
decrease in the price of tungsten lamps 
since the company introduced them three 
years ago, on the recommendation of the 
commission, 


Beginning on June 1 40-watt tungsten 
lamps will be sold for 87 cents to custom- 
ers entitled to free renewals, 60-watt 
lamps for 50 cents, and 100-watt lamps 
for 60 cents each. The present charge is 
40 cents for 40-watt lamps, 52 cents for 
60-watt lamps, and 62 cents for 100-watt 
lamps, and the price when they were 
originally introduced was $1 for 40-watt, 











$1.25 for 60-watt, and $1.50 for 100-watt 
Tungstens.

Bank Commissioner Defends the Law 


J. D. Lankford, Bank Commissioner and 
Secretary of the State Banking Board, 
presents the views of those who favor the 
guarantee law. He says in his reply: 


Replying to your telegram of April 10, I beg 
to thank you for this opportunity of presenting 
our side of the bank guarantee law in Okla- 
homa. The Eastern press has heen very severe 
in its criticism of the law, taking only one 
side of the question and thus leaving a false 
impression, 

When the law became effective Feb. 14, 1908, 
State banks had deposits aggre gat ing $18,000,- 
000, at the same time Nationa} banks had de- 
posits amounting to $38,000,000 On March 7, 
1911, _ tate banks had deposits amounting to 
$49,723,977.50 and National banks had deposits 
aggregating $4S8,169,088.82, and this in connec- 
tion with the fact that several of the largest 
State banks in the State had converted to the 
National system. 

At the time the law was put in operation a 
great number of National bankers were forced 
to take out State charters in order to protect 
their interests, as people were depositing their 
money in State banks because deposits were 
guaranteed by the depositors’ guarantee fund 
of the State of Oklahoma. These bankers did 
not take out State charters because they were 
in sympathy with the law, but in order that 
they might successfully compete with others 
who were operating under the guarantee law. 

On March 2, 1911, the Banking Board saw fit 
to call for an emergency assessment of 1 per 
cent. on the average deposits, and since that 
time quite a number of State banks have liqui- 
dated their institutions and converted to the 
National system. It is quite interesting to note, 
however, that a.large number of those who 
have recently converted to the National sys- 
tem were, before the law went into effect, 
National bankers, and have never been in 
Sympathy with the law. Since nationalizing 
they have never lost an opportunity to keep up 
criticism not only upon the law itself, but upon 
the administration of the same. 

In order to give you some idea of the prac- 
tical workings of the law we wish to call your 
attention to the failure of the Columbia Bank 
and Trust Company of Oklahoma City on Sept. 
28, 1909. This was the largest bank in Okla- 
homa, either State or National. and had 
posits aggregating $2,900,000. 
lost a single dollar. Had a National 
failed tn Oklahoma City with the same amount 
of deposits widespread ruin and disaster would 
have followed in its wake, shaking not only 
the business conditions of Oklahoma City, but 
of the entire State as well. As it was, busi- 
ness conditions were never disturbed in the 
least; no run was made on the bank, and in 
less than two weeks all depositors were paid, 
excepting those whose address coulg not be 
found, and those against whom the Banking 
Board had counter claims. 

In direct contrast with the handling of the 
Columbia Bank and Trust Company is the case 
of the Capital National Bank, which failed in 
Guthrie, Okla., about seven years ago. This 
bank was liquidated under the National sys- 
tem, and depositors have up to the present 
time received about 70 per cent. of the amount 
they had on deposit. Take into consideration 
the fact that they have been seven years in 
getting even this much of thelr money, you 
will readily see that they have only received a 
good rate of interest on their money and have 
lost the principal entirely. 

We wish to sav that tha guarantee law is 
more popular with the eommon people than 
ever before. The law was not enacted in order 
that favored classes might reap the henefit of 
it, but it became a law in order that those 
who can least afford to lose their savings 
would be protected, and only those bankers 
who do not cate to give their depositors pro- 
tection, from the fact that it will cost them 
something, are trying to ruin the law. The ma- 
jority of State banks throughout this State are 
in hearty sympathy with it, and even though 
at times it seems rather costly, their increase 
in deposits has more than compensated them 
for this outlay of money. 

We note with a great deal of interest that a 
considerable number of States have had under 
consideration the passage of the depositors’ 
guarantee law and believe we are safe in 
making the prediction that {n the very near 
future many States will have this law on thelr 
statute books. J. D. LANKFORD,

years in prison and to pay a fine of 
$11,000. 

L. C. Steele and C. H. G. Linde, who ac- 
cepted a verdict of guilty on the same 
charge, were sentenced to two years’ im- 
prisonment and a fine of $10,000 each. 

The men were members of the cotton 
firm of. Steele, Miller & Co. of Corinth, 
Miss., which failed several months ago. 
It was charged at the time of the failure 
that bogus bills of lading amounting to 
$7,000,000 had been issued by the firm. 

The convicted men will be confined in

RAINS DELAY FARM WORK 





Cotton Advance Held Check by 
Fears of Curtailment of Mill 


In 


Operations. 





Conditions which have developed in the 
wheat market have been largely those 
resulting from congestion in the May de- 
livery at Chicago and a strong advance 
in Minneapolis. There has not been in 
any other market any congestion of im- 
portance. Nevertheless the markets have 
been unsettled by the undoing of spreads 
and the covering of shorts in the Chicag 
May and May and July in Minneapolis. 
The trade has been inclined to look upon 
the change in the Chicago market from 
about lc. a bushel discount for the May 
to over 4c. a bushel premium over July 
as in part the result of a big spreading 
operation by one of the Chicago operat- 
ors, possibly in an aeaffort to even up 
against unsuccessful operations on the 
bull side during the past three months. 

Aside from the technical developments 
in the May the market has been without 
particular feature. The new crop deliv- 
eries have been relatively heavy, and 
the selling of the new crop deliveries 
has been influenced by the weather 
and crop developments. The weather 
conditions have not been unfavorable for 
Winter wheat other than the low tem- 
peratures have tended to retard rapid 
growth. The reports from the fields are 
in the main promising and there seems 
to be an almost unanimous tendency to 
report maintained or improved conditions 
compared with the Government report of 
April 1. 

There’ was uncertainty as to deductions 
to be made fromgfthe April report. That 
made by the New York Produce Ex- 
change gave the highest indicated yield 
of 541,000,000 bushels. This estimate was 
based on the average yield of the last ten 
years, and the average condition reported 
at harvest during that time from which a 
deduction was made of the meaning of 100 
as equal to 18.8 bushels’ per acre. The 
condition reported April 1 of 83.3 was 
taken as indicating in bushels 83.3 per 
cent. of 18.8 bushels, which was equal to 
15.7 bushels. he figures used at the 
West for the meaning of 100 were 
evidentally those published in the Govern- 
ment Crop Reporter of December, 1909, of 
17.5 for a ten-year meaning of 100 and 
17.9 for a five-year meaning of 100, These 
Government figures do not, however, take 
into consideration the high relative yields 
of the past two years. The estimates 
based on an allowance for possible 
deterioration between the present tims 
and for the possible reduc- 


less than the other estimates. 

The losses in acreage iff previous years 
have been‘ slightly under 1,000,000 acres 
minimum up to nearly 6,000,000 acres 
maximum, and have averaged about 8.5 
per cent. The report as given for April 
1 presented the unusual condition that 
of a gain of eight points compared with 
Decenrber, while the average the past 
ten years has shown a loss of 4.4 per 
cent. Such an unusual showing as this 
naturally makes an effort to forecast 
deterioration, particularly susceptible .to 
error. : 

{Indications are for a crop equal to the 
previous high record of 494,000,000 
bushels, and possibly a new high record 
will be made even after deduction for any 
possible loss in area to be reported in 
Mav unless the crop should suffer from 
unusual weather conditions between now 
harvest. 

The weather conditions in the North- 
west have been favorable in the supply 
of moisture, but with the middie of April 
at hand there is beginning to be some 
apprehension on account of the Dper- 
sistent rains in the Northwest. In order 
to get the Spring seedings, not only of 
wheat but of other grains, completed tn 
good shape, weather conditions will need 
to be of quite a favorable character for 
the next month. 

The movement of wheat fs still 
small at the West, and receipts : 
creasing instead of increasing. 
crease since the Ist of January 
very heavy, and as a result the 
been a steady reduction the 
supply, while a : ago there was ; 
slow but pretty increase in the 
visible supply. The reduction in stocks 
is attracting attention, and {s a con- 
siderable factor in the market fluctua- 
tions now being witnessed. 

The action of the corn market has not 
been very pronounced. Prices worked 
up at the opening of the weck, reacted 
sharply, but hardened again. The im- 
provement in the market has been sev- 
eral cents a bushel, particularly in the 
cash grades, from the low point. In the 
cash grades were weak 
and difficult to sell. Of late this condi- 
tion has been matertally improved, and 
the moderate movement a much 
tone has developed in the cash 
market. The demand has been of rather 
limited proportions for export, but the 
stocks are being decreased and the coun- 
try is not selling corn very freely. 
Whether this is due to the persistent 
raing delaying farmwork or to a holding 
tendency on the part of the country for 
other cause is not clear. It {s still early 
for any anxiety regarding corn planting, 
but the weather conditions have delayed 
preparations of the land and seeding of 
the early crops, which may have af im- 
portant bearing on the corn acreage. In 
some sections of the country, however, 
work is reported advanced to about a 
normal point, although later than last 
year. 
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OATS. 


Oats have perceptibly hardened, and 
there has been a fair degree of intcrest 
in the market, due evidently to the weath- 


er conditions. Rains the early part of the 
month were considered a favorable con- 
dition, but the rains have been so persist- 
ent throughout the entire country that 
Spring work is being delayed and some 
anxiety has developed as to whether a 
normal acreage will be put in,-and also 
whether seeding will not be delayed to 
such a point that the crop will be un- 
usually subject to the extreme heat con- 
ditions of the Summer. 


PROVISIONS. 

Provisions have shown an improving 
tendency, with prices advancing from the 
low point with a rather limited volume 
of trade. There has been, however, a 
considerable better tone running into a 
sharp advance on Saturday. This im- 
provement has been in part due to more 
moderate marketings of hogs and to evi- 
dentally a partial cessatieg,at least of the 
liquidating pressure in the future market, 
While the movement of hogs is heavy and 
packing’ continues to largely increase, 
compared with last year, the situation is 
not as depressing as it was early in the 
month. ‘The weights of hogs are fallin 
off slightly, possibly que to the fact tha 
hogs have declined so much there 1s less 
presse in feeding and the actual receipts 

ave fallen off. In the feeding question 
alone, taking the decline in the price of 
hogs, compared with Jan. 1 and the ad- | 
vance in the price of corn, there is an ap- 
parent loss of equal to 25c. a bushel in 
feeding hogs at present, compared with 
the first of the year. Stocks of product 
are still heavy, however, but it is believed 
that the distribution at the present level 
of values will be of sufficient amount to 
prevent continuation of the heavy in- 


creases in etocks seen the past two 
months, 








COTTONSEED OIL. 


There wes an irregular market in cot- 
tonseed oil last week, but on the whole 
the trend of values was toward a lower 
level. It was apparent that bears were 
displaying more caution, while the con- 
sensugs of opinion was that prominent re- 
fining interests were lending some sup- 


port when the market showed signs of 
actite weakness. 
Underlying conditions have changed but 
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little, and the continued declining tend- 
ency of the lard market is against bull- 


ish enthusiasm. Demand for compound 
lard cn this account is extremely limited, 
and on the whole the disposition on. the 
part of consumers is to purchase oil only 
as required. The grease situaiion has not 
changed materially, although a slight im- 
wevement was recorded in.tallow circles, 

ut this was not sufficient to cause any 
upturn in values. 

{xport demand has been in slightly tm- 
preved volume recently, and, although 
there were no large transactions reported, 
the fact that bids were in the market 
was encouragingly regarded. The posi- 
tion of crude mills is gradually becom- 
ing less of a factor as humerous reports 
of closings are coming to hand, with re- 
maining crude at the South widely scat- 
tered. The developments in the cotton 
belt recently have not been of a charac- 
ter to warrant the carrying over of 
crude, especially as the new crop months 
of oil are ruling at large discounts. 

The belief that the bulk of the avail- 
able supply of oil is in the hands of large 
concerns is leading to the opinion in some 
quarters that efforts will be made to sus- 
tain values, although at the same time 
refiners are thought to have fair-sized 
hedged sales outstanding. The firmness 
in lard on Saturday led to some higher 
bids on oil, (5 to 10 points,) although there 
was no Official spssion on that day. 


COTTON. 

The market. continued its upward move- 
ment during the past week and as a re- 
sult new high levels were scored as com- 
pared with prices prevailing since the 
culmination of the bull campaign in De- 
cember, 1910. Profit taking at different 
intervals by longs had the effect of caus- 
ing irregularity, but on the whole sup- 
port given to the lst by leading bull in- 
terests tended to increase nervousness on 
the part of shorts. The operations of the 
bulls have been subjected to a wide di- 
versity of opinion, but, nevertheless, the 
belief prevails in conservative quarters 
that the action of May, which month re- 
duced its premium considerably, was in- 
dicative of a desire on the part of the 
prominent holders to avoid attracting 
cotton from the South at the present 


time. It was also thought that the short 
interest in that month was reduced mate- 
rially although it is not unlikely that fair 
sales are still outstanding but these’ are 
hedged by actual cotten in the maiority 
of instances. The tactics pursued by 
holders has done much to confuse senti- 
ment, but with all their operations gceem 
fo, be of a scalping character on the bull 
side.

STRIKE AT HOME RULE, TOO 





Democratic Piatform Pledges Ignored 
by Certain Legislators—Mayor’s and 


Governor’s Veto May Block Them.

ALBANY, April 16.—Economy was the 
keynote of the Democratic platform 
Pledges. Home rule is a well-established 
principle of the Democratic faith. Both 
have been flagrantly violated in legisla- 
tion affecting the City of New York which 
has been introduced by members of the 
Democratic majority in the Legislature. 

Special legislation and salary grabs 
abound in the bills, introduced mostly by 
Tammany members of the Legislature. 
A few wecks ego the publication in the 
newspapers of a list of such bills, the 
passege of which would add at least 
$4,000,000 annually to the New York City 
budget as a result of mandatory meas- 
ures passed at Albany, aroused civic or- 
ganizations and taxpayers’ associations 
there into unwonted activity. But their 
efforts to check the flood of bills estab- 


lishing new salaried places in the city’s 
service, or increasing by legislative man- 
date existing salaries, has not done much 
goed. They are expected to keep up the 
ight when the Legislature reconveneés to- 
morrow. 

Measures of this nature seem to have 
received exceptionally kind treatment 
from the Legisiature this year. Already 
bills have been passed or reported from 
committees with a probability that they 
will be enacted in the face of any pro- 
tests that may come from ,the Republican 
minority or from outside sources, which 
would swell the annual expenditures of 
the city for administrative purposes by 
at least $125,000. Only the vetoing power 
of Mayor Gaynor and of Gov. Dix, if 
wisely exercisea, will save New Yerk 
City from spoliation at the hands of Tam- 
many Hall. 

Tlf power Mayor Gaynor has already 
exercised in at least one instance, where 
an exceedingly vicious bill by Assembly- 
man Oliver was concerned. his measure 
increased by 100 per cent. the fees of six 
Condemnation Commissioners for services 
already performed in connection with the 
taking over by the city of property for 
the Manhattan terminals of the Brooklyn 
and Manhattan Bridges. Several of Sen- 
ator Timothy D. Sullivan's political 
friends, including ex-Senator Fitzgerald 
arid Proprietor Kahn of the Occidental 
Hotel. would have benefited directly by 
the proposed increase in fees. Several of 
the Republican legislators from this city 
protested, but the steam roller ran over 
every obstacle, and the bill was passed in 
both houses in short order. 

Grab in Mortgage Tax Fees. 
Senator Thomas H. Cullen of Brooklyn, 
Chairman of the Committee on the Af- 
fairs of Cities in the upper house, again 
has introduced and is earnestly advocat- 
which was vetoed by Gov. 
Hughes last year, providing that record- 
ing officers, in addition to their already 
ample salary, may retain as fees one- 
half of 1 per cent. of all mortgage re- 
cording taxes accounted for by them. 

On the basis of the last year’s figures 
this would provide $14,000 annually to be 
distributed between the Register of New 
York County and of Kings and the County 
Clerks in Queens and Richmond. The 
two Registers already receive as compen-

Assemblyman Mark Goldberg of the 
Eighteenth Assembly District is sponsor 
for a bill which has already passed the 
Assembly, fixing the salaries of attend- 
ants and messengers in the Surrogates’ 
Court at $1,800 annually. The bill affects 
nine employes, and the aggregate increase 
under this bill might be $2,700. Gov. 
Hughes vetoed a similar bill last year. 

Vacations For All Employes. 

Indirect but large increases in the city 
payroll would result from the passage of 
three bilis introduced by Assemblyman 
James J. Hoey. One of these bills was 
introduced by Mr. Hoey last year and the 
year before, but in both instances failed 
to become a law. It requires the head of 
each department bureau, board, or com- 
mission of the State, of every county, 
city, or other civil subdivision of the 
State to grant to each employe who has 
been in the service at least one year two 
weeks’ vacation with full pay. No dis- 
cretion whatever is allowed a department 
head to reduce the vacation period. but 
it may be extended for any period the 
head of a department in his discretion 
ehall consider that the circumstances war- 
rant. 

Anether Hoey bill eStablishes an eight- 
hour day with holiday and half holidays 
at full pav even for per diem employes 
of any such department and with the fur- 
ther proviso that work on any holiday or 
half holiday skall be at double compensa- 
tion. Members of the uniformed force 
of the Police and Fire Departments do 
not come under the provisions of this bill, 
but it has been suggested that it might 
be construed as conferring on policemen 
and firemen the benefit of double pay 
for more than eignt hours’ work in any 
day and for services performed on holl- 
days. 

The activity of the Tammany delega- 
tion has been rivaled by the representa- 
tives of the Tammanyized Democratic or- 
ganization of Brooklyn. 

Senator Felix J. Sanner has a bill which 
has been reported favorably by the Senate 
Committce on Internal Affairs which pro- 
vides for a Chief Clerk of the Surrogate’'s 
Court in Brooklyn to be appointed by the 
Surrogate. who is empowered to fix his 
salary. This court already has one chief 
clerk—a Republican. The Syrrogate is a 
Democrat. If the salary Should be fixed 
at the amount the present clerk is re- 
ceiving it would add $7,000 to the cily 
payroll. 

Senator Loring M. Black, Jr., and As- 
semblyman Louis Goldstein of Brooklyn 


have a bill removing the limit of $2,500 


on the salaries of the twenty clerks em- 
ployed in the Appellate Division and the 
Supreme Court in Kings and giving the 
Justices power to fix the salaries by ma- 
jority action. ’ 

Making Places For Democrats. 

“There are,’ said J. O. Hammitt, Secre- 
tary of the Citizens’ Union and legislative 
representative of that organization, ‘‘ two 
bills which form part of the programme 
of the Brooklyn Democratic organization 
to legtaate Republican district leaders 
out of office an ut good Democrats in 
their places. Legislation of this sort is, 
of course, wholly indefensible. In fact, 
astonishment has been expressed that 
anything quite so ‘raw’ should be at- 
tempted. One of these bills, introduced 
by Senator Barth Cronin, puts out of of- 
fice the present Chief Clerk of the Kings 
County Court, who igs ap ointed by the 
County Judges, and prov des for the ap- 
pemant of his successor by the County 

erk. 

“The other, introduced by Senator San- 
ner and Assemblyman Goldstein, puts out 
of office the administrator of Kings Coun- 
ty, who under the present system is ap- 
pointed by the Surrogate and the County 
Judges, and provides for the appointment 
of his successor for a term of five years 
by the Surrogate. Of course, the Surro- 
gote and County Clerk are Democrats.

of the home rule principle, and has been 
vetoed once by Mayor Gaynor, increases 
from $75,000 to $150,000 the amount which 
may be appropriated for the adult blind 
not inmates of charitable institutions.

In addition to these 
there have been bills the effect of which 
would be to weaken the power of the city 
authorities and undo reforms which have 
been enacted by other Legislatures. 


Other Tammany Bills. 


Senator Timothy D. Sullivan has guc- 
ceeded in having passed through the Sen- 
ate a bill giving to applicants for the- 
atrical licenses the right of hearing be- 
fore a license is refused by the Police De- 
partment and the right of review by 
certiorar| afterward. Under such a pro- 
ceeding the ruling of the Police Commis- 
sioner might be upset on the merest tech- 
nicality, and in addition the petitioner can 
select a friendly Justice before whom to 
bring his proceedings. Such licenses at 
the present time are refused in nearly 
every_instance only wher a place of pub- 
lic amusement “constitutes a menace to 
public morals or to the safety of public 
life or public health. Senator Sullivan has 
large theatrical interests. The bill was 
passed just fourteen days after its intro- 
duction. 

Assemblyman Harold Spielberg has in- 
troduced a bill which is regarded a dis- 
tinct blow aimed at the reform in the bail 
system, adopted to put the professional 
bondsman out of business. It is provided 
by law that a Magistrate admitting a 
prisoner to bail must notify the District 
Attorney and afford him an opportunity 


tion is considered as of vital importance 
as a protection against straw bondsmen. 
The Spielberg bill makes it unnecessary 
for a Magistrate to consult the District 
Attorney. . 

Senator Stephen J. Stilwell has a bill in 
the interest of some newspapers in his 
home borough of the Bronx, Where the 
present law provides for the publication 
of the session laws in two newspapers in 
any county where that numberare printed 
the Stilwell bill would make an exception 
of New York County by providing that 
the laws passed by the Legislature must 
be printed in two newspapers in Man- 
hattan and two in the Bronx. 


FUNDS OVERDRAWN. 


Results of Poughkeepsie Inquiry An- 
nounced by State Controller. 


ALBANY, April 16.—State Controller 
Sohmer has transmitted to the Treasurer 
of the City of Poughkeepsie the report of 
the examination of its fiscal.affairs, made 
at the Controller's direction. 

In a letter to Mayor Sague, supplement- 
ing the report, Controller Sohmer says 
that there has not been strict complHance 
with the prison law relative to the pur- 
chase of prison made articles; that all 
receipts of mgney have not been promptly 
reported; that the law regulating the issu- 
ance of licenses has not been strictly fol- 
lowed; that the Chamberlain retained for 
his personal use fees aggregating $871, 
and that funds had been overdrawn, which 
is forbidden bv the charter. 

He also states that the Common Council 
audited and allowed unverified bills ag- 
gregating over $9,000. The Controller's 
examiners question the legality of the 
payment of bills aggregating $3,598, and 
Controller Sohmer advises the Mayor to 
take immediate steps to have the ques- 
tion determined and to cause all moneys 
lilegaily paid to be restored to the city 
treasury. Controller Sohmer advises the 
Mayor that many errors were found in 
the City Treasurer's reports, and in the 
extension and addition of the tax rolls of 
the city. 

Relative to the Department of Public 
Works, Controller Sohmer points out the 
necessity for a more careful examination 
of bills before their payment, and advises 
the discontinuance of contracting with 
members of the board for labor and ma- 
terial, since it is forbidden by both the 
city charter and the penal law. 

The examiners state in their report that 
many errors were found in bills paid by 
the Board of Education, and that the 
teachers’ retirement fund had not been 
properiy administered. Criticism is also 
made of the administration of the Board 
of Charities, the Board of Police Commis- 
sioners, amd the Board of Health. 

Coptroller Sohmer informs Mayor Sague 
that although errors and irregularities 
were found by his examiners, they report 
nothing which reflects upon the integrity 
of any one connected with this admihis- 
tration. 


POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., April 16.—In 
commenting on the report of the State 
Controller’s office on the fiscal affairs of 
Poughkeepsie, given out to-night, Mayor 
John K. Sague said that he did not pro- 
pose to “let half-baked theoretical ex- 
perts come down here and tell me what 
to do.

FIGHT SWADDLING CLOTHES. 
Diet Kitchen Association Details a 


Nurse to Enlighten Italian Mothers. 


To uproot a practice many hundred 
years old, which inflicts needless suffer- 
ing upon new-born babies, the New York 
Diet Kitchen Association has placed in 
‘Little Italy ’’ a trained nurse, to give 
her entire time to the work. Women from 
Southern Italy and Sicily bind their 
babies tizhtly in swaddling clothes from 
the ankles to the hips, and very frequent- 
ly to the armpits. They are kept on 
until the babies are six months and very 
often nine months old, even in the hot- 
test Summer weather. 

“It is to prevent the baby from becom- 
ing bowlegged,"’ is the reason given for 
the practice. ‘“‘It wag done by my moth- 
er, grandmother, and my ancestors for 
hundreds of years. 

The nurse, who is trying to emanci- 
pate babies from this bondage, makes 


her headquarters in the Wickham Kitch- 
en, 160 Mott Strect.

WAGES UP IN 1940, 
BUT MORE IDLENESS 


Workersin This State Made More 
Per Day, but Their Average 
Earnings Were Less. 








EFFECT OF CLOAK STRIKE 
Unions Add 74,698 Members, Bringing 
the Total Up to 481,924, Says 
Labor Report. 








Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, April 16.—Conditions in the 
field of labor in New York State are set 
forth in the Bulletin issued to-day by the 
State Department of Labor. Monthly re- 
turns from 192 representative trade unions 
throughout the State, with a total mem- 
bership of 118,000, show that during the 
last half of the year 1910 the amount of 
idleness among organized wage earners 
averaged higher tnan in 1909, and that 
unemployment—that is idleness not caused 
by disability or labor disputes but due 
to the condition of trade—averaged just 
about the same as in 1900. The higher 
proportion of idleness in general was due 


to the great number of cloakmakers idle 
in New York City during the strike in 


that trade in July and August, 
In comparison with earlier years, both 
1900 and 1910 show much lower percent- 


ages of unemployment for the last six 
months and for the close of the year than 
did 1907 or 1908, but, on the other hand, 
the 1909 and i910 percentages are still 
ccnsiderably above those for 1904, 1905, 
and 1906. 

Returns from all labor organizations in 
the State, numbering nearly 2,500, show, 
for a total of 409,000 male members who 
had some work during the quarter, aver- 
age earnings for the months of July, 
August, and September of 1910 of $213 
per member. ‘This is $20 below the cor- 
responding 
of 1909, which was the highest on record, 
and is considerably below the averages 
for the years from 1905 to 1907, though 
not so low ag the average in 1908. 

*“ The explanation of lower average earn- 
ings in 1910 ag compared with the vear 
before cannot be found in lower rates of 
wages,’ says the report. ‘‘On the con- 
trary, the average per diem ware for the 
quarter of the men whose earnings are 
oonsigares was $3.30, as against $3.23 in 
909. 

“This difference is in part a merely 
mathematical result of targe changes in 
membership, but only wantin 680; and in 
every one of the thirteen groups of trades 
or industries represented in the returns 
the average per diem wage was as high 
or higher, except in three of the less 
important groups, in which the decreases 
were small. The lower average earnings 
in 1910 must be sought, therefore, in less 
time worked, and as a matter of fact the 
average number of days worked by those 
reporting earnings was only 64.5 in 1910, 
as compared with 72.0 in 1809. 

“The reduction in average time worked 
and consequently the decline in average 
earnings is very largely traceable to the 
Strike of cloak makers and one in the 
building trades. The general result indi- 
cated by the returns, therefore, is that 
union wages ruled higher in 1910 than in 
1909, and that in consequence earnings 
were also generally higher. 

“On Sept. 30, 1910," continues the re- 
port, “'the number of union members in 
New York State was nearly half a mill- 
ion, an increase of 74.698 between April 1 
and Sept. 30, having brought the total up 
to 481,924. This is over 45,000 above the 
highest previous record, of September, 
1907. The increase in the half year was 
largely localized geographically, 8&5 per 
cent. of it being in New York City, and 
only Buffalo, onkers, and Schenectady 
of the union centres outside of the me- 
tropolis showing gains of as many as 500 
members, each of these gaining from 1,600 
to 1,700 members. 

“Similarly, the increase was localized 
industrially, 72 per cent. of it being found 
in the clothing trades. As a result this 
group of trades now stands first in union 
membership in this State, having passed 
by a little over 500 the building and stone- 
an trades, which have hitherto stood 
first. utside of the clothing trades, only 
four groups of trades gained as many as 
2,000 members, these being the metal 
trades, 5,774; the transportation trades, 
8,355; public employment, 2,362, and trnrdes 
connected with the preparation of food 
and liquors, 2,097. 

‘Among individual trades, the increase 
among the cloakmakers in New York 
City consequent upon the strike last Sum- 
mer quite overshadows any other gains. 
Taking all branches of that trade to- 
gether, there was an increase in the six 
months of over h0,000 union members. 
This is equal to two-thirds of the total 
increase for all trades in the State.” 

The Bulletin presents some brief com- 
parisons between the growth of labor or- 
fanization and of population in the State 
during the decade from 1900 to 1910. It is 
found that while population increased 
about one-quarter, union membership 
nearly doubled, so that the proportion of 
organized workers to total population in- 
creased from 3.4 to 5.3 per cent. 

According to the returns received by 
the Bureau of Mediation and Arbitration 
in the third quarter, July, August, an 
September, of 1910, strikes and lockouts 
were just about as numerous as in the 
corresponding quarter of 1900, fifty-six, 
as compared with fifty-three, but the 
number of disputants and amounts of 
time lost because of disputes in .1910 ex- 
ceeded the eorresponding figures for any 
other year on record. his was also due 
mainly to the cloakmakers’ strike in New 
York City, which accounts for 60 per 
cent, of the disputants and SO per cent. 
of the time lost in that quarter, In fact, 
the time lost in that one dispute, 2,940,000 
days, far exceeded the total lost in all 
the disputes _of any entire year since 
1904 


In the stx months from September to 
February, tnclusive, the State Bureau of 
Mediation and Arbitration intervened in 
thirty-five disputes, ag compared with 
thirty-four in the corresponding period of 
1909-10. In fourteen disputes conferences 
were arranged, and in seven the bureau’s 
efforts were directly successful in bring- 
ing about settlements. 

In commenting on the Workmen's Com- 
pnulsory Compensation act which was de- 
clared unconstitutional by the Court of 
Appeals, the Bulletin says that “in New 
York it appears to be settled beyond per- 
adventure that the fundamental law of 
the people as embodied in the Constitu- 
tion makes @& compulsory compensation 
law impossible because proof of fault or 
negligence is, according to the Court of 
Appeals, the only ‘due process of law’ 
by which an employer may be required to 
pay compensation to an injured employe.” 





Manufacturers’ Meeting Next Month. 

The annual meeting of the National As- 
sociation of Manufacturers is to be held 
at the Waldorf on May 15 to 17. In all 
probability an entire day will be devoted 
to the discussion of accident prevention 


and industrial relief, and the report of 
the Special Commissioners of the associa- 
tion, F. C. Schwedtman and James A. 
Emery, on their trip to Europe will be 
before the convention, Banking and cur- 
rency will also be taken up from the manu- 
facturers’ point of view, and immigration, 
industrial education, patent reform, and 
ihe creation of an independent Tariff 
Commission of experts will also be con- 
sidered.

Moore, the wealthy Philadelphian who 
was arrested in Rutherford on March 25 
for friling to pay his wife 340,000 alimony, 
and who is being detained in the Hack- 
ensack Hospital as a prisoner in default 
of $30,000 bail, is a bit worried because 
his monthly income check of $3,000 is now 
two weeks late. 

Under the pretense that he was ill at 
the time of his arrest, Moore was taken 
to the hospital instead of the Hacken- 
sack Jail, but County Physician McFadden 
says there is no reason at all why Moore 
should not be in jail, so far as his physical 
condition is concerned. But Moore is pay- 
ing each of the constables $5 a day for 
guarding him, and is paying the hospital 
well for his spacious, attractive room. 

Moore is short of money now™ In fact, 
he was so pinched that he gave a dia- 
mond ring to the Rutherford barber who 
shaves him in the hospital a few days 
ago, and,the ring was pawned for $250.
